Marshal Sir Bernard L. Montgom­ 
ery sent British 
and 
Americans 
under his command into a con­ 
certed drive today along a 21- 
mile fro nt a g a inst the northern 
flank of Field Marshal Karl von 
Rundstedt’s Belgian b ulge. 
The German push in the south, 
which carried 15 miles through the 
northern Vosges in five day s south 
of Bi Ic he, Maginot fortress 
citv, 
ran into stiff resistance 
at 
the 
deepest point of its penetration, 
12 miles- from Saverne and the Sa- 
' erne Gap. But the Germans sent 
troops across the Rhine in b at­ 
talion strength nine miles north 
of Strasb ourg, posing a threat to 
that important French Rhine city . 
The Germans had b rought up 
heavy artillery , up to 280 mm. 
long range guns, and were pound­ 
ing the American rear centers of 
Saaralb c and Saare Union. 
Situation Obscure 
The situation at Winger) was ob ­ 
scure. It was not certain whether 
the Allies still 
controlled 
vital 
highway s 
from 
Strasb ourg 
to 
Stare Union and Sarreguimines. 
A military ex pert ex plained that 
the word “infiltration,” used to

to retain support of an essential

today for national service legis­ 
lation during the war and univer­ 
sal military training afterward. 
In a message to Congress which 
b espoke a confident hope for en­ 
during peace, the Chief Ex ecutive 
declared that while great prob lems 
lie ahead, “this new y ear of 1945 
can 
b e 
the 
greatest 
y ear 
of 
achievement in human history .” 
Making the nearest thing to a 
prediction on the end of the war 
which he has thus far essay ed, 
the President said this y ear “can 
vf e the final ending of the Nazi- 
Fascist reign of tenor in Europe,” 
as well as the closing in of the 
forces of retrib ution ab out the cen­ 
ter of the malignant power of Im­ 
perialistic Japan.” 
Most important of all, he added, 
1945 can and must see the sub ­ 
stantial b eginning of the organi­ 
zation of world peace.” 
The President, admitting concern 
over the Greek and Polish situa­ 
tions, declared today the United 
States will not shrink from the 
political responsib ilities which fol­ 
low' in the wake of b attle.” 
In his message to Congress the 
C hief Ex ecutive issued a call for 
Allied unity at this “most critical 
phase of the war.” warned against 
“perfectionism” in judging inter­ 
national politics and promised to 
strive for the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter. 
T he Allies, b e said, 
seek 
a 
People's peace,” and the United 
States wants to see the people of 
Europe live together 
as 
“good 
neighb ors ” 
“Me shall not hesitate,” he said, 
“to use our influence—and to use 
it now—to secure so far as is 
humanly possib le the fulfillment of 
the principles of 
the 
Atlantic 
Charter. 
“We have not shrunk from the 
military 
responsib ilities 
b rought 
on b y this war. 
We cannot and 
will not shrink from the political 
responsib ilities udiich follow in 
the wake of b attle.” 
On other foreign policy point# 
the President:

Gave no direct hint of hi# 
plans for his early F eb ruary meet­ 
ing with Premier Stalin and Prime 
Minister Churchill. 
2. Hailed the return of France 
to a place of world leadership and 
disclosed that “we are now’ ab out 
to equip large new’ French forces 
with the most modern weapons for 
comb at duty .” 
3. Declared 
that

house-cleaning of our own to do” 
in b uilding free world tr a d e and 
commerce.

Predicted adoption

5. Called for mutual

It was a message on the state 
of the Union looking b ack over 
the course of the whole war and 
particularly over the pas) y ear, 
w hich Mr. Roosevelt said had b een 
marked on the whole b y sub stan­ 
tia? progress toward victory .

rang with notes of confidence.

States is no exception to this trend. Much 
of our postwar 
planning is a crazy mix­ 
ture of indiv idual initiativ e 
and 
bureau­ 
cratic paternalism. The 
conflict 
between 
those who believ e in state 
socialism 
and 
would hav e the gov ernment take ov er basic 
industries, and those who believ e in the 
superiority of priv ately owned enterprise, 
has led to rash promises. 
Many on 
both 
sides apparently believ e that the crux of 
the issue is a full stomach, with the result 
tha t a material v alue has been put on free­ 
dom. Each side has striv en to outpromise 
the other until it has become rank heresy 
to suggest that there may at times be lean 
going in the future. 
Millions expect gov ernment 
to furnish 
them jobs, to guarantee peacetime prices, 
to protect them from 
the 
insecurity 
of 
competition. They should remember that 
the more they ask of gov ernment, the less 
freedom they will 
hav e. 
If 
gov ernment 
ends by owning most of industry and em­ 
ploying most of the people as well as reg­ 
ulating the liv es of the remainder, freedom 
will become a mockery. As Robert S. Hen­ 
ry, eminent writer and historian, observ es: 
“The right of nonconformity is ultimate­ 
ly the most important of human rights, but 
I doubt if it can long exist independently 
of the right of priv ate property. After all. 
the man who owns nothing, 
and has 
no 
hope of owning anything for 
himself, 
is 
under a terrible handicap in 
expressing 
untrammeled indiv iduality. He is without 
a place for his foot to stand upon, in 
o p ­ 
position to the conforming forces 
o f 
the 
collectiv ist state." 
Our people could lose ev erything of m a­ 
terial v alue as the price of v ictory in this 
war and still hav e a bright future. 
How­ 
ev er, let too much gov ernment destroy the 
freedom and hope of the indiv idual to build 
again and there is no future. The right of

"In other words.” comments th# 
letter, "the iron hand of the med­ 
ical profession, afraid as usual 
tha t the public might understand 
how to take care of themselv es, 
has made itself felt. To giv e an in­ 
jection, which means in plain E n g ­ 
lish to stick a needle in your arm 
or leg, is a simple thing a child of 
14 can learn to do and v ery effec­ 
tiv ely. Penicillin ought to be av ail­ 
able in all drug store*." 
Such protests are a frequent ex­ 
perience to me. On general prin ­ 
ciples they are quite unders ta nd­ 
able. In this column I hav e aimed 
repeatedly to describe and make 
known methods of trea tm en t that 
cart be used a t’home by the patient 
himself or members of the family. 
But there 
ire certain 
definite 
limitations to such practices. I re ­ 
gard the most useful function of 
such a column as this is not to 
teach 
laymen 
how 
to 
practice 
medicine, but to make known the 
possibilities of diagnosis and cures 
modern medicine makes av ailable 
to all. 
Excellent Example 
The situation about penicillin is 
an excellent example of a subject 
about which the public ought to 
know because it has so many pos­ 
sibilities of doing good, but the 
manage ment 
and 
direction 
of 
which the public should leav e e n ­ 
tirely in the hand* of the medical 
profession. 
I hav e no doubt the writer of the 
letter I hav e quoted has seen some 
patient who bas been taug ht to 
giv e himself insulin for diabetes 
hypodermically. It is fairly simple 
and the doctors hav e encouraged 


the patients to learn that. But the 
rest of the letter is plain ev idence 
that the writer has learned his 
medicine out of books for the lay­ 
man, has nev er been around hos­ 
pitals and has nev er taken the 
trouble to think about the difficul­ 
ties which make him so indignant. 
The v irtues of penicillin arc 
granted, hut its difficulties are 
tha t it does not stay in concentra­ 
tion in the body and large, ev en 
enormous, doses hav e to be giv en. 
It isn’t just sticking a needle in 
the arm or leg, as the writer of 
this letter say*. At the v ery least 
it consists in getting the penicillin 
into a muscle and usually it must 
be administered as a continuous 
drip with a needle in a v ein with 
rubber hosing attached from the 
needle to a metal container ha n g ­ 
ing from a holder at the side of 
the bed. 
Difficult Feat 
Now I hav e tried to teach med­ 
ical students to take a needle and 
get it in a v ein. Ev en with the 
brightest of them it takes some 
time, It requires some knowledge 
of anatomy and some knowledge 
of the dangers which may be en- ( 
countered. Sometimes when the 
v eins do not show plainly under 
the skin it is really hell oft earth. 
The idea tha t a groggy patient 
coming 
down 
with 
pneumonia 
could do this to himself and a r ­ 
range an intrav enous drip and get 
up and c/iange It when the amount 
of fluid is low requires a feat of 
the imagination that is a little be­ 
yond my powers. T hat goes also 
for
